In Florida a total of 132 wells have 
been drilled for oil to date 
only those in Collier County are 
producing oil on, a commercial

Visitors from New York led the

The, Pioneers of Pahokee were 
honored at a special “Pioneer Day” 
program, and covered-dish dinner 
held atthe city park Sunday af- 
ternoon in celebration of the 30th 
anniversary of the founding of the 
city .of- Pahokee.

- Woman's Society of Christian Ser- 
vice as part of the activities of 
annual homecoming day at the 
church, with the erjtire community 
invited to participate in -the pio- 
neer day program. Mrs, Arch 
Blakey, WSCS- president, was in 
charge of general arrangements. 

“County . Commissioner Paul 

- Rardin of Canal Point acted as 
master of ceremonies and speaker. 
Mr. Rardin told of the early in- 
dustries: that existed in the Lake 
Okeechobee’ area before the start 
of. vegetable growing. H said the 
first industry was the catching of 
Indians for the government around 
the 1880's. This was followed by 
the lucrative but illegal industry 
of catching egrets for their plume 
feathers which went on for a de- 
cade from 1890 to 1900. After this, 
there was the fishing industry 
which was a thriving business for 
several years after 1900 and is 
still carried on today but on a 


much smaller scale. The growing 


of vegetables which started be- 
tween 1912 and 1915, was given a 
tremendous impetus with the ex- 
tension of the Florida East Coast 
Railway to East Beach in 1925, 
and W. H. Vann was the first 


broker to send a solid carload of 


green beans out of the Glades. The 
fifth industry that got underway in 
1940 and ‘is still expanding is the 
cattle industry, the speaker said.
